“A crowd of boxers occupied Legation 
street, cutting off communication between 
the buildings. A few boxers are parad- 
ing in the city. Their superstition in re- 
gard to the foreign urms is pitiable. 

“She boxers nold the cHficials of Tung 
Chau for redemption. Anarchy reigns at 
that place. The Americans in the inter- 
ior of the two neighboring provinces have 
been advised to leave, but several have 

Oo means of doing so. Unless a relief 
{cree is sent, there is danger of a massa- 
cre of native Chrirtians. A large native 
army isyready to oppose the relief col- 
umn on the way here. The Chinese gov- 
ernment cannot decide whether to adopt 
the policy of rigidly suppressing the box- 
ers or that of defying the world. The 
decision rests with the dowager em- 
press.”’ 

Women and children from Tien Tsin are 
pouring into Sherghai. The chief danger 
here is the fact that the native town, be- 
hind the European settlement, is full of 
bad characters, whose attitude is becom- 
ing every.day more insolent and menac- 
ing. The latest news to hand Is that 
7,000 Russians, with twelve machine guns 
and twelve field guns, are marching from 
Tien Tsin to Pekin. Last week the for- 
eign minister warned the Tsung Li Ya- 
men that, in the event of ap attack upon 
the legations, or of injury to any of the 
ministers of the staffs of the legations, 
the powers in common would declare war 
upon China. To this ultimatum the Tsung 
Li Yamen, as usual, returned no direct 
reply. The answer of the dowager em- 
press is no doubt the attack upon the le- 
gations by the boxers and the troops un- 
der General Lung Fuh Siang. 

It has transpired that a = days ago 
the viceroys of the southern provinces re- 
ceived orders from Pekin to co-operate 
with General Tung in the defense of Pekin 
against the threatened invasion by the 
“toreign devils.” They were instructed to 
send to Pekin, without a minute’s delay, 
all the troops they had aavfilable within 
their respective jurisdictigns, “the tmme 
now having come to rid our emptre for- 
ever of the evil elements which for so 
long have threatened it.” 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Teigraph, in a dispatch dated June 
16th, says; 

“News from Pekin, dated June 13th, 
says the boxers were then killing hun- 
dreds of native Christians and the ser-

COMMANDER SEES NO TROUBLE 


The Boers Are Putting Up Little 
Resistance and the Leader 
of the British Army Is 
Decreasing His 
Force. 


London, June 18.—4:20 a. m.—There are 
some indications that Lord Roberts con- 
siders the war’s end in South Africa not 
far distant. One of these is. the fact that 
the Natal volunteers who had seen hard 
service, were digmiss ed by Sir Reivers 
Buller Saturday. They were cheered a5 
they left camp. Another indication is the 
report current in authoritative!y-iniorm- 
ed military circles in London that a com- 
plete divisicn of reguiars is to be with- 
drawn from General Buller’s army and 
embarked at Durban for China. ‘The 
troops drawn from India will probably go 


next. 

Lord Roberts let them go without tele- 
graphiag The correspondents at head- 
quarters ere, as they have been for tea 


days, silent. 

Unofficial intelligence from Marchado- 
dorp, viz Lourenzo Maraues, is to the 
effest that the Britiuh troops are neu. 
Middleburg. The Boer narrative of the 
fighting east of Pretoria, posted on a bul- 
letin board outside of President Kruger’s 
Car at Machadodorp, ran thvs: 

“The commandoes east of Pretotia in 
the direction of Bronkorst spruit, are 
compelled to retire after a flerce stand of 
more than two days, in a way that won 
admiration of the acting commandant 
general. The short range rifle fire was 
very hot and for part of the second day, 
especially late in the afternoon, the ene- 
my fought at a distance of 100 yards. Our 
loss cannot yet be given. The acting com- 
mandant general only mentions field Colo- 
nel John Van Buren killed. He was one 
of the nluckliest men tn the field. 

“Information is @:ain to hand regarda- 
ing the miserable condition of the enemy's 
troops that have penetrated to Johannes. 
burg and Pretoria. They continually com. 
plain of the lack of food. Several Rritish 
soldiers have died in the streets of Pre.

their loads. 

Another bulletin at Machadodorp, ac- 
cording to a dispatch dated June 15th, 
says: 

“Fifteen officers and 100 British prison- 
ers have arrived at Standerton, Free 
State, bound for Nooit Gedacht. Thirty 
burghers were killed and wounded during 
the last few days fighting near Pretoria.”’ 

Mr. Steyn, in consequence of Lord Rob- 
erts’s annexation of the Free State by 
proclamation, has issued a counter proc- 
lamation declaritg that the Free State 
stil exists, is independent and does not 
acknowledge the authority of Great Brit. 
ain. 

The British prisoners at Nooft Gedachr 
have been having exciting games of foot- 
ball in order to keep themselves warm.

RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY BOARD 


Class Reunions at University—Visit- 
ing Members of Legislature 
Will Arrive Today.

When Cha.rman Evans had ijinished 
reading the report to the trustees thut 
bedy broke into applause. thus confer- 
r‘ng a high compliment, for such has bere 
tefore been unknown on such occasions. 
One of the trustees spéaking of the re- 
port, said that it was beyond ali doubt 
the ablest report ever made by a board 
of visitors to the board of trustees, 

The report commends each department 
and says that the methods used are in 
accordance with the best practice of the 
profession. The jJepartment of science 
is especially commended and it is recom- 
mended that chemical laboratory work be 
extended. An observatory on top of 
Mi-ore colloge building is recommended. A 
tutor in department of biclogy is recom- 
mended. The conversational methodsin 
Rorance languages is approved, and it is 
Suggested that more time be given to the 
teaching of Spanish and Italian. 

The work in the Erglish department for 
the past vear is characterized as gvod 
An improvement in the law department is 
noted, and it is suggested that a two 
years’ course in that department be ar- 
rarged as soon ag possh‘e. It is recom- 
mended. The conversational methods jin 
given the use of cortain garden lands on 
the campus, 

A special plea is made for the estab- 
i:ibment of a department of pedagogy, 
“and it is pointed out that one-third of the 
present graduating class expect to become 
teachers. The condition of the literary 
societies is fourd to be not so good as is 
wished, and it is recom.mended that they 
be placed in charge of the professor of 
rhetoric and English and his assistant as 
director or eritic. The visiting board asks 
that new benches and furniture be paced 
in a number of the recitation roors. 

The conduct of the students at the dor- 
mitory on the campus during the years 
is reported as bavinge been most exem- 
plary. The students’ boarding house is 
ecmmended. The board thinks an expert 
librarian should be elected; also that next 
vear a large centennial fund for the uni- 
versity be raised. The advertising of the 
facilities of the university is heartily ap- 
proved, and plans for the ¢lose as gocia- 
tion of the university with all the schools 
of the state Is suggested. 

The board declares the moral and rel- 
gious tone of the students to be excellent, 
and agreat improvement over recent 
years. The orderly corduct at chapel ex- 
ercises is noted. It is suggested that 
Mcnday be made a holiday instead of 
Saturday. 

Concluding with a high compliment to 
Chancellor Hill, the board says: 

“We understand the department of pu- 
Pils is excellent and that the uniyersity 
is fast living down the unfortunate say- 
ir~ that the university life is a wiid iife. 
We also see in the atmosphere of the 
university a clear denial of the proposi- 
tion that the university is the rich man’s 
school. As a matter of fact, we see plain- 
ly that the student can come here, live 
and study, and spend no more than he 
weuld at any other of the large colleges 
of the state.”’

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ROME BOY DROWNED 
IN A LARGE SEWER 


Rain Had Caused a Great Rush of the 
Waters, 


LITTLE FELLOW ON WAY HOME 


Fell Into Sewer and His Body Carried 
Into River. 


DISSATISFIED = POLITICIANS IN ROME

Rome, Ga., June 17.—(Special.)\—One of 
the saddest accident in the history of 
Rome occurred yesterday afternoon. Hall, 
the eight-vear-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Alvin D. Cheney, was drowned in a large 
sewer and the body swept into the Oosta- 
naula river, from where it was recovered 
by large drag nets this morning. 

The circumstances are particularly 
heart-rending. Yesterday afternoon at 2 
o'clock the tad came down with his 
father to earry home a purchase for his 
mother. The jast seen of him alive was 
at the Masonic temple corner, when his 
father gave him the umbrella and told 
him to hurry home. Heavy rains fell be- 
tween 2 and 3 a’elock flooding the sewers 
to their capacity. 

An open sewer On the opposite of Fourtn 
avenue from the Masonic temple sweeps 
down at a sharp Incline and empties its 
waters into an underground sewer, which 
in turn is emptied into the Oostanaula. 

When Mr. Cheney went home at i 
o’clock he inquired for the boy. Mrs. 
Cheney thought the boy was with his 
father. so the lad was gone some five 
hours before he was missed. Much alarm- 
ed Mr. Cheney began a search, in which 
he was aided by the police and many 
citizens. 

Absolutely no clew wag obtained until 
near 11 o'clock last night, when Dr. Ham- 
ilton gave the first conception of the 
child’s terrible fate. While driving up 
town to make a professional visit to the 
country he saw an open umbrella floating 
down the open sewer and thought strange 
of it at the time. He also saw Rufus 
Blake pick the umbrella out of the water. 

At 11 o'clock last night Dr. Hamilton 
returned to the city, and hearing of the 
child's disappearance, at once imparted 
the information to the distressed father. 
The umbrella was secured and identified 
by Mr. Cheney as the one Hall had. Then 
began the long search for the body. It 
was established beyond question that the 
boy could go through the sewer, and all 
night the search continued. Early this 
morning the lifeless form was secured 
about fifty feet from the mouth of the 
sewer. 

No tragedy has shocked Rome as has 
this one and the young parents are pros- 
trated. It is presumed the lad was wad- 
ing in the water, lost his footing and was 
swept under before he could recover. 

Dissatisfied Politicians.

D. Cheney, Cicero Evans, W. J. Walker, 
John EHis, Tom Johnson, Frazier Carroll, 
Jim Davis, Bob McGinnis, Hy 8. Lansdell 
and others. 

Tom Turnér, a printer here, has an- 
nounced'as an independent candidate for 
the legislature, but the public takes his 
circular announcement as a huge joke. 
The rebel element in county affairs cer- 
tainly get a discouraging start at the 
pole. No one seriously considers the in- 
dependent move, and it will probably fall 
flat. About the only result will be to 
inject a little ginger into the fall election, 
which might otherwise be absent. 

Bridges at Convict Farm. 

Hon. John C. Foster has returned from 
a visit to the state convict farm at Mil- 
ledgeville. His brother is superintendent 
of the farm. Mr. Foster says that the 
crops are fine, and that they will make 
over 2.100 bushels of prime wheat. 51x 
hundred acres of cotton is knee high and 
5) acres of corn is tasselling. 

Ww. M. Bridges, the ex-school commis- 
sioner of Floyd, has charge of the farm 
garden and keeps it in splendid style. 
Bridges’s health is excellent now and 
he appears as conterited as a man could 
be under such circumstances. His family 
is in Texas and are getting along well. 

Rains Are Disastrous. 

Heavy and continued rains are work- 
ing serious hurt to the farmers of this 
section. They have been unable to do 
practically no work this month and the 
crops are foul from lack of cultivation. 
Low lands have had no work for three 
weeks or more and usland very little. 
The work of thinning cotton has not been 
completed, and planters are greatly dis- 
couraged at the outlook. 

Grave aoprehensions exist concerning 
the magnificent wheat crop in this sec- 
tion. The larger part of it has been har- 
vested under trying disadvantages, but 
it is feared that the continued precipita~- 
tion of moisture will cause it to sprout 
in the shock. Sheriff Ed Camp and others 
have cut a large part of their wheat by 
moonlight. It is said that the farmers 
up in the famous Oothcalooga valley have 
worked on two Sabbaths. The wheat crop

CLERK WAS WRITING LETTER 


He Heard Noise Negroes Made and 
Sent for Officers. : 


WEGROES WERE FOUND ON SECOND FLOOR 


They Were Hidden Behind Pile of 
Goo’s—Stolen Property Found 
on Their Persons. 


Macon, Ga., June _ 17.—(Special.)—A 
bold attempt was made today about noon 
to burglarize the Union Dry Goods store, 
on Cherry street. Mr. Duncan Brown, a 
clerk, was in the store, writing a letter. 
None of the other employees were in the 
store, as the day was Sunday. Mr. 
Brown thought he heard some one mov- 
ing around on the second floor of the 
store, and suspecting that it was a thief, 
he quietly left the store and went to a 
neighboring drug store and telephoned 
for policemen. Officers Herndon and 
Tom Wilson repaired to the scene and 
after a long search found two negros, 
Nisbet Sparks and Lawton Carter, con- 
cealed behind goods on a shelf on the 
second floor of the store. They were 
arrested and placed in the barracks. 

The negros declare there were two 
other negroes with them in the store, 
but this is not belleved, as the officers 
made a thorough search and could not 
find them. The negroes broke through 
the rear cellar door and thus obtained 
entrance into the store. One of the ne 
groes, Nisbet Sparks, is a notorious theif. 
When searched at the barracks there 
was found on his person, among other 
things, a pair of gold spectacles, a gold 
pencil, a set of. false teeth, and souvenir 
badges of the annual conclave of the 
grand commandery of Knights Templars, 
held in Macon in 1898, and in Augusta 
in 1899. Attached to the Augusta badge 
was a badge of Ivanhoe Commandery, 
No 10, Fort Valley, Ga. It is possible 
that Sparks stole the above things from 
some one in Fort Valley. The negroes 
will have a commitment trial before Re- 
corder Freeman tomorrow.

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In the Interest of Pure Food. 

The pure food law of Illinois goes 
into effect on the ist of July. 

The purpose of this law is not to 
militate against the freedom of adul- 
teration, but to force the telling of the 
truth about it. If a man prefers oleo- 
margarine to butter, he has tlie right to 
call for it, and the manufacturer has 
the right to make it for him. But. the 
manufacturer must not defraud his cus- 
tomer. Thus the manufacturers and 
wholesale grocerg of Illinois are now 
working overtime to get the new 
“truth” labels on their goods to avoid 
penalties under the statyte. The law 
gave them eighteen months to dispose 
of stocks of imitation and adulterated 
goods under the old conditions. The 
days of grace are numbered, and all 
goods now sold are on the express con- 
dition that if they are not disposed of 
by July 1st the retailer will not de- 
mand their return to the wholesaler. 
The stocks of adulterated goods are be- 
ing unloaded on the public by the re- 
tailers at an unprecedented rate. Pen- 
alties for a false brand. mark, stencil 
or label provided by the law frange 
from $25 to $200 in fines or imprison- 
ment in the county jail for from thirty 
to ninety days, or both, for each of- 
fense. Every can of baking powder sOld 
hereafter must bear a specific statement 
whether it contains an alum, alam 
phosphate or cream of tartar powder. 
Flavoring extracts must also bear ex- 
planatory labels, and there is an abso- 
lute prohibition of “lemon extract” 
containing less than 5 per cent of lem- 
on oil. Compound extracts of vanilla 
and tonka must be so labeled. All 
packages containing manufactured 
honey must bear the label “adulterated 
honey.” The mixing of chicory and cof- 
fee must no longer be done without the 
consumers’ knowledge. Mixtures sold 
as jellies and honey known to contain 
deleterious substances are prohibited. 
The enforcement of the pure food law 
promises to entail a large expense on 
the state, but all the better class of 
jobbers say they will assist in main- 
taining it. 

With the growth of cities such pro- 
tection as is here indicated becomes a 
necessity. Georgia has already some 
laws in the same direction, which will, 
no doubt, be largely augmented as the 
provocation therefor increases. 
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Recent Labor Strikes. 

The trouble in St. Louis was a sign 
of prosperity, and our little strikes in 
the south were on the same line. 

These little revolts meant, in the 
most unmistakable way, that our 
workingmen were making more money. 
They were feeling comfortable enough 
to be independent, and they then pro- 
ceeded to assert their alleged rights. In 
these matters we are for them, always, 
because the workingmen of America, 
as a body, have never shown them- 
selves to be unpatriotic or lawless. In 
discussing the matter the fair way is 
to give two views. The New York Triv- 
une, a very conservative republican au- 
thority, says: : 

The almanacs should all contain a no- 
tice for the months closely preceding @& 
presidential campaign, ‘‘About this time 
look out for strikes.’ It is generally diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to trace the con- 
nection between the strikes of prosperous 
times and the politicians anxious to pro- 
mote discontent, but the usefulness of la- 
bor troubles as an aid to the democratic 
party, the repeated coincidence of such 
troubles with the needs of that party and 
the frequent difficulty of finding adequate 
explanation of disputes on any reasonable 
basis of labor interests all point to the 
suspicion of political purpose. If the de- 
mocracy had had any doubt before of 
the efficacy of strikes in campaigning the 
Homestead difficulties of 1892 convinced it 
that they were instruments not to-be neg- 
lected. At this time, when the country 
is in full tide of prosperity and wages 
are being voluntarily raised, there is great 
danger that laborers may look with favor 
upon the republican party and contrast 
the good fortune they enjoy under its ad- 
ministration with the hard times encoun- 
tered durings democratic rule. This ten- 
dency might be counteracted by bitter and 
widespread labor disputes and, if possi- 
ble, a few examples of “military despot- 
ism” in the preservation or order. Hence 
“about this time look out for strikes.’’ 

A republican contemporary explains the 
prevalence of strikes just now as some- 
thing that ‘‘comes out of prosperity.” 
“Work.” it adds, “has been ag eager to 
find men as men have been to find work. 
The industria] activity of the country is 
great beyond all precedent. As it has 
grown during the last two or three years 
wages has grown with it.”’ Pleasing, but 
not accurate. Most of the current strikes 
are due, not to prosperity, but to the in- 
creased cost of living. Nominally 
for higher wages, they are really 
strikes against wage reductions. The 
general rise of prices has £0 
cut down the purchasing power of 
money that the real wages of workmen 
are lower now than they were in the 


midst of the hard times of three years) 


ago, even when they are 10 or 2 per cent 
higher measured in dollars and cents. The 
only benefit most workers havg received 
from prosperity thus far has been in- 
creased steadiness of employment, There 
has been no improvement in earnings for 
those at work, but rather the reverse. 
These criticisms have been made 
time and again. The facts have been 
before the people for years, and there

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SOUTH MUST SEEK OUTLET — 
FOR HER COTTON GOODS 
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HON. L. F. McKINNEY. 


Hon, L. F. MeKinney, of Bridgeton. 
Maine, ex-congressman and ex-minister 
to South America, has been in the city 


for several days attending to matters of 


business in which he was interested. 
Mr. McKinney has been for many years 
a close student of manufactories, and es- 
pecially cotton manufactories. In ref- 
erence to these latter he said recently in 
the course of an interesting conversation 
much of value to southerners. 

“The cotton mill industry over the en- 
tire country is being shoved dangerous- 
ly near the limit. I mean the present 
limit of sales for the output. In no sec- 
tion is the growth of cotton mills so 
marked as in the south, and unless the 
south is careful she is likely to make 
a grievous mistake. 

“What the south should do 1s to cul- 
tivate a territory, and there is in South 
America a large territory to be cultivat- 
ed. The south must get it as Germany 
and England got it. The :cotton man- 
ufacturers of the south should begin by 
forming a syndicate, and sending into 
South America men familiar with Span- 


ish. It would be the duty of these men 
to investigate the country, its people 
and the kind of goods the people want. 
The syndicate should establish agencies 
in every South American republic. What 
the South Americans desire is 4 cheap 
cotton goods. The goods furnished by 
the north is too good for them English 
and German manufacturers have discov- 
ered what the South Americans want and 
they are furnishing it to them. 

“Now from observation I know that 


‘the goods manufactured in the south are 


' factured 


approximately nearer what the South 
Americans want and need than is manu- 
north. The south can make 
still cheaper goods and get good trade 
results. I would like to see the south 
cultivate this near-by trade. You have 
a magnificent country here. If I were 
a younger man with capital I would 
come south, organize such a syndicate 
as I have mentioned and send men to 


| South America to stir up this trade.

But their enterprise does not stop there— 
they have agents throughout the entire

‘Here are some figures that are not 
without a lesson: In Brazil in eleven 
years we purchased $749,000,000 of raw 
material—coffee, hides, etc—and we sold 
to that country $119,000,000. This threw 
a volume of trade of $630,000,000 against 
us; and this went to England, France and 
Germany. 

“And this, too, despite the fact that we 
can compete with two-thirds of the goods 
sold in South America. 

“Now, I ask: Are you seeking an outlet 
as fast as you are building cotton mills 
in the south? , 

“T think not! Still, no harm has been 
done as yet, but at the present rate of 
‘increase there is a tremendous danger 
ahead. It is well to remember that a 
man knows where he is going to put his 
fence before he gets the lumber. He 
digs the holes first then gets the posts, 
That is what you must do in the south. 
You must know where your goods are 
going before you manufacture them. 

“In the meantime, it is well to recog- 
nize .aat diversified crops are essential 
to a complete success in southern farm- 
ing.”’ . 
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CHINESE SECRET SOCIETIES 


AND THEIR MANNERISMS 


Since the boxer movement is occupying 


the center of the international stage in- 


formation concerning the secret societies 
of China is of prime interest. In a maga- 


zine article published a number of years 


ago under the caption ‘‘Chinese Secret 5So- 
ciettes,’’ Frederick Boyle says in his in- 


troductory remarks; “‘This subject is not 
only curious; FROM DAY TO DAY IT 


MAY BECOME . MOST GRAVELY 


PRESSING.” 


The secret societies are innumerable, 


and not one, perhaps, is friendly to the 


government. The great leagues are fu- 
riously hostile. They work without ceas- 


ing to overthrow the dynasty, Wherever 


Chinamen dwell they have their secret so- 
cieties, affiliated to the parent Hwey—for 
instance, the 
would call, for instance, 
rank of Hwey. 

The T’ien-Ti-Hwey (designated by 
Schiegel as Thian-Ti Hwey) or Hung 
League, claims an immemorial antiquity. 
History dates it from 184 A. D., but it has 
existed in the present form only since 


the uniformed 


1664. T’ien-Ti-Hwey means Association os 


Heaven and Earth. Its symbol is the tri- 
angle, ‘‘man’’ forming the base. While the 
moral code is an uplifting proposition, the 
practices of the T’ien-Ti are a far cry from 
the golden rule. There are five grand 
lodggs. Every local lodge has a president, 
two vice presidents, a master, two intro- 
ducers, a cashier and thirteen councillors. 
The government hag uSed vigorous meth- 
ods in suppressing T'’len-Ti outbreaks, 
3,000 members being beheaded in Canton 
in 1817 in one day, while of 10,000 made 
prisoners in Pekin, 9,000 perished in chains. 

Next to the T’len-Ti in importance 
among Chinese secret societies ig the 
Wwu-Wei Keaou, which means either “Do 
Nothing” or “No Hypocrisy,”’ according 
to the way the characters are read. White 
smaller than T’len-Ti, it is eevn more 
feared and hated. According to writers on 
the subject, the Wu-Wei Keaou is the 
direct descendant of that terrible organ- 
ization, “The White Lotus,”” which is 
first mentioned in 1724 as “inciting rebel- 
lion under pretext of inculcating virtue,”’ 
Wu-Wet Is strongly tinged with religious 
forms. For instance, colored clothes are 
forbidden, and one can imagine this a 
tremendous sacrifice in a country where 
there is such a wealth of warm colors. 
Wu-Wei is vegetarian by edict, and no 
pointed instruments are tolerated: their 
victims are clubbed to death or throttlea.

Women are allowed to become members 
and must share all the dangers with the 
men. In fact, it was the wife of a grand- 
master who instigated the rebellion of 
1810. The rebels were defeated and those 
of the captured ones who would desert 
their collard and cabbage diet were given 
their freedom, It is the boast of the so- 
ciety that every one who turned to a 
meat eater merely for the sake of avola- 
ing the temporary discomfort of death, 
was spotted, run down and killed as per 
the sotiety regulations—a method so hor.

The Ko-Lao Hwey, or League of the 
Elder Brother, is another powerful s0- 
ciety, the membership of which, like that 
of the two before it, advances into the 
millions. According to Frederick Boyle, 
this society claims to represent the pure 
Chinese race, the sons of Han. The ma- 
jority of the members of this association 
are soldiers, though on the list are hign 
officials. The Ko-Lao may be put down 
as a military conspiracy. The membership 
may be said to compose a desperate ana 
disreputable band. In 1870 and 1871 it ar- 
tempted to take on excess vitality by 
blowing up the powder magazine at Hv- 
kow. The letter of instructions, however, 
was delivered to the wrong person. It may 
be imagined that the results were disas- 
trous to those Ko-Lao officials named in 
the communication. 

Of the many other societies, Mr. Boyle 
says: 

“The Mohammedans, who number not 
less than twenty millions of official report, 
have a secret league, the Hwuy-Hwuy 
Jin. A neophyte must be purified before 
initiation, and this is done by thrashing 
him heartily. Afterwards he is made to 
drink a prodigious quantity of soap and 
water which scours the pork out of him. 

“Tien-Tsin has the Tsai-li Hwuy—ap- 
parently a religious association. Men dress 
in white alone, even to their shoes; they 
abstain from alcoholic drinks, opium ana 
tobacco, and fall into ecstacieg when 
praying. 

“The Tsze T’wan Keaou is a society 
concerning which the only thing definite- 
ly known is their practice of eating small 
dumplings, doubtless symbolical. 

“The Tan Pei Keaou members kneet 
upon @ large carpet and pray; at a cer- 
tain moment the for corners‘are fasten- 
ed above their heads and the devotees in- 
side enjoy a trance.”

Matter Believed To Have Grown Out 
of Allegations of Discharged Em- 
ployee—What Dr. Brough- 
ton Had To Say—Some 
Interviews. 
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“T have a secret to tell, and I am 
prepared to prove it. I never told 
anything on the officials of Atlanta 
but I was ready to prove. Atlanta 
has not only gone back on God, but 
humanity itself is below par in this 
sin-ridden city. Do you know that 
in the crematory, which is made for 
the burning of dead horses, cows, 
dogs, cats and rats, the sanitary 
men are burning the bodies of hu- 
man beings? Yes, my fellow citi- 
zens, burning human bodies after 
the medical colleges have got tired 
chopping on them.” 
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The foregoing words were uttered by 
Dr. L. G. Breughton, in his preliminary 
remarks at the revival meeting in the 
auditorium at Piedmont park yesterday 
afternoon. 

The doctor preceded Sam Jones, who 
Was to preach the sermon, and he was 
arraigning Atlanta for her shortcomings 
when he told his ‘‘secret’”’ of the alleged 
cremation of human bodies in the city 
crematory. 

Dr. Broughton did not enter into the 
advisability of cremating bodies instead 
of burying them, but he attacked th® 
city’s sanitary department for burning 
bodies, he said, along with the gurbage 
and refuse matter of the city. 

The sanitary people and the board of 
health admit that parts of human bodies 
have been taken from the medica! col- 
leges and burned with the garbage in the 
crematory, but they contend that it was 
only small portions of the bones which 
were to be thrown away after having been 
used for dissecting purposes, 

It seems that the cremation was done 
under an order of the board of health, it 
being deemed the best way in which to 
dispose of the refuse from the colleges. 

Dr. Broughton used his secret in order 
to “sho y up” the sanitary department 4s 
@ part of the city goverr:ment which he 
said needed reforming. : 

Dr. Broughton’s Sanitary Secret. 

In the course of his remarks, D*s. 
Broughton said: 

“The city in which we live demands the 
most intense enthusiasm to redeem it 
from sin. The will of God will never be 
done, and His kingdom will never come 
here until we get rid of the saloons and 
other places of vice. Christians will have 
to quit voting with the devil.”’ 

Then he uttered the words alrcady 
Quoted, and concluded his remarks by 
Saying: 

“As God is my judge, as Christ is my 
Savior, I shall labor until Atlanta is re- 
deemed.” . 

Dr. Broughton’s statement about the 
burning of the bodies in the crematory 
created censiderable talk amonz those 
who heard his declaration. Nothing that 
Was said either by Mr. Jones or Dr. 
Broughton caused more discussion after 
the services at the park. 

Board of Health’s Standpoint. 

Dr. Rizzell. of the board of health, in 
Speaking about the matter said: 

“My attention has been called to the 
Manner of disposing of certain refuse 
Zathered from the dissecting rooms of a 
local medical college. As chairman of 
the committee in charge of all the city’s 
Barbage, the matter was called to iny 


_ attention by our ehief and with the con- 


Sent of the president of the board of 
health I instructed Chief Lowry to cre- 
mate this matter. Ail large cities dis- 
bere of such matter in this way. I con- 
sider it the only hygienic method and 
@M surprised to learn of any criticism, 
certainly it must emanate from those not 
familiar with the situation.” 
What May Have Caused It. 

A man named Brown, who was working 
at the crematory, was recently discharged 
@nd the sanitary department gave it out 
that his services were dispensed with be- 
Cause he was about to make trouble with 
the sanitary hands. It is said that Brown 
Stated his discharge grew out of his re- 
fusal to burn the portiong of human 
bodies brought from the medical college. 
The sanitary people believe that this was 
the way in which the matter was first 
given publicity and is'a basis for Dr. 
Broughton’s attack.

In speaking of the matter last night 
Chief Lowry said Brown had been dis- 
charged because he was stirring up the 
men and not because he refused to handlo 
human flesh at the cermatory.. The chief 
said: “Brown did not handle this kind 
of garbage and no one had ever requested 
or demanded of him that he place the 
medical college garbage in the crematory. 
I do not object to members of the city’s 
sanitary force belonging to the union, and 
was myself a member of the typographical 
union for a number of years. If the Fed- 
eration of Trades is anxious for the men 
to have higher wages its committee could 
do more effective work by going before 
council and asking for an increased ap- 
propriation. I have endeavored to make 
their wages as high as possible.” 


EDWARD TOHEY DISCOVERED 


Mysterious Lunatic Turns Up in 
Anniston. 


HOW HE LEFT ATLANTA 


Anniston Has Tohey All to Herself, 
but She May Send Him Back 
to Atlanta. 


The following telegram was received by 
The Constitution last night: 

“Anniston, Ala., June 17.—(Special.)—Ed- 
ward Tohey, a mysterious young white 
lunatic who has been giving the police 
authorities of Atlanta a great deal of 
trouble, was arrested and locked up here 
this morning.”’ 

There is doubt about the “mysterious 
lunatic” in Anniston being “our own’ 
Tohey. He disappeared from the police 
barracks late Friday mMeght and was not 
heard of until The Cons‘*itution’s tele- 
gram was received last evening. 

It was announced in The Constitution 
last Friday morning that $100 in gold 
might be paid to any person who offered 
a satisfactory suggestion as to what ought 
to be done with one Edward Tohey, a 
tramp, a self-alleged lunatic, who had 
foisted himself on the police and who 
would not be shaken off, - 

Of course, many suggestions went to the 
puzzle department of the police, and it 
is believed that one proved to be satis- 
factory. 

It is reported on good authority that 
Tohey was given a railroad ticket, a new 
suit of clothes, a hair cut, a shave and 
a lot of business cards bearing the name 
of “Sir Edward Tohey, embassador of 
Hottentot.”’ The ticket entitled him tuo 
a& passage to Birmingham. His getting 
off at Anniston, the police believe, is posi- 
tive evidence as to his insanity. 

In times past Anniston has accused the 
city officials of Atlanta of shipping pau- 
pers there, and the Anniston officials 
have retorted by shipping the same pau- 
pers back again. It is therefore believed 
that Edward Tohey will soon be back in 
Atlanta.

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LOWRY DEFENDS 
HIS DEPARTMENT 


Says Sanitary Department Is Not To 
Blame for Engine Breaking. 


Chief Lowry Replies Caustically to 
Charge by Water Department. 


REFERS TO PREVIOUS CHARGES MADE 


Sanitary Official Hints That a New 
Outfit of Engines Is Needed 
by the City. 


Chief J. T. Lowry, of the city sanitary 
department, is not satisfied with the ex- 
planation given by the officials of the 
water department for the breaking down 
of one of the big engines at the Chatta- 
hoochee pumping station. The engine 
has been badly crippled and the reason 
given is that the sewer flushing, done by 
employees of the sanitary department, is 
awkwardly or carelessly done. Chief 
Lowry yesterday made emphatic denial 
of the charge, and his rejoinder in de- 
fense of his department is both caustic 
and practical, 

In speaking of the complaint against 
the men who are sent out to flush the 
sewers, the head of thé sanitary depart- 
ment reverts to similar charges made in 
the way of explaining former breaks in 
the river engines, and he expresses the 
opinion that this has never been the 
cause of the trouble. 

According to the statement of Chief 
Lowry, only four sewers have been flush- 
ed during the past morth for the reason 
that the rainfall has been so heavy the 
flushing was not found necessary. Each 
time the hydrants were opened by expe- 
rienced men, familiar with the work. In 
his statement, made to a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday, the official 
“declares, that if the “opening or closing 
of four hydrants by skilled men while 

hing in the various parts of the city 
is responsible for this and former break- 
downs, then the entire water supply sys- 
tem is defective and should be changed 
at once.”’ 

He points out that an experiment was 
made a year or so ago by letting a crew 
of picked men from the fire department 
act for one night as flushers with the 
result that the engines at the pumping 
station were damaged more than ordi- 
marily. 


What Chief Lowry Says. 

In speaking of the charge made by 
officials of the water department, Chief 
Lowry said yesterday: 

“T noticed in Sunday's Constitution 
that the engines at the city pumping 
station were again broken and direct 
charges made by Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, superintendent, that the cause of 
this was the random opening and clos- 
ing of hydrants by inexperienced flush- 
ers of the sanitary department. 

“Now this is a very poor excuse and 
it at varience with the facts; let’s take 
up the history of these charges against 
improper flushing of sewers by the san- 
{tary department as a tause of this and 
former injuries to engines at station. 

“For several years past and as regu- 
larly as the years come there has been 
offered by certain of the water board 
grievances against the sanitary depart- 
ment for the manner of flushing sewers, 
and open charges made that the machin- 
ery of the pumping station had been dam- 
aged as a result of this flushing. 

“The charges in Sunday’s paper are by 
no means new, but it is the same old 
story of putting the blame on some one 
else, and for this reason as chief of the 
sanitary department I cannot longer let 
the statement go unchallenged. 

“Two years ago, when Mr. Collief was 
mayor, this same charge was made and a 
request of the water board that the 
flushing be placed in the hands of the 
fire department as a remedy. To test 
the matter Mr. Collier had Chief Joyner, 
of the fire department, to detail a’ select 
crew from among his department for 
one night's flushing, with the result that 
those in charge of the engine reported 
the work of this select crew to be much 
worse than the ordinary work of the 
sanitary department. 

“To further show that flushing the 
sewers should not and does not injure 
the machinery at the pumping station 
and that the recent breakdown is due to 
other causes: 

‘1. The hydrants have only been open- 
ed four times thus far this month, the 
rainfall being sufficient to flush at other 
times, 

“2. Only four men were engaged at 
flushing each of the four times (two on 
the north and two on the south side). 

‘3. These four men were old and ex- 
perienced, having been with the depari- 
ment a long while and knew how to open 
and close the hydrants. 

“I wish to say, if the opening or clos- 
ing of four hydrants by skilled men while 
flushing in various sections of the city is 
responsible for this and former break- 
downs, then the entire water supply sys- 
tem is defective and should be changed at 
once,”’

Negro Stands Charged with Murder- 
ing His Employer. 


WILL BE THE THIRD HEARING 


Farmer Davis Was Killed at Mid- 
night at Home and Suspicion 
Fell on Lucas.

For the third time within a year, Wi!) 
Lucas, the negro charged with the murder 
of Robert F. Davis near Decatur, will 
be put upon trial for his life Wednesday 
before Judge John 8S. Candler, in the De- 
Kalb county superior court. 

Judge Candler returned from south 
Georgia early yesterday morning and will 
call a special term of the DeKalb court 
tomorrow morning for the purpose of 
Clearing the jain at Decatur. He expects 
to complete that work in one day and 


Wednesday the Lucas case will be called | pe 


for trial, 


Lucas will be represented by Attorneys 
Green & McKinney and Judge H. C. 
Jones. The state will be represented by 
Solicitor W. T. Kimsey, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit. 

The crime for which Lucas will be tried 
is one which caused considerable excite- 
ment in Decatur and DeKalb county more 
than a year ago. Robert Davis, an old 
and highly respected citizen of that coun- 
ty, was shot and killed at midnight in 
his house, not far from the outskirts 
of the town of Decatur, by some un- 
known person. 

Suspicion fell upon Lucas. who @2d been 
employed upon the Davis farm as a hand. 
He had been discharged by Mr. Davis 
several days before the murder and had 
disappeared. A short time after the kiil- 
ing the negro was arrested in Atlanta, 
but stoutly denied that he had had any- 
thing to do with the shooting of his 
former employer. Circumstances, how- 
ever, seemed to point to him as the 
guilty man, and he was placed upon trial 
for his life. 


He was found guilty, but his attorneys | 


secured a new trial. At this second hear- 
ing he was again declared guilty by the 
jury but with a recommendation, and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for life. 
Lucas's legal representatives presented a 
formal motion for a new tree, but Judge 
Candler declined to grant it. The case 
was then carried to the supreme court of 
Georgia, and Lucas secured a third trial. 

It is this trial which will occupy the 
attention of the DeKalb county superior 
court next Wednesday. After the Lucas 
trial Judge Candler will come to Atlanta 
to hold the criminal branch of the Fulton 
superior court on Friday to dispose of 
jail business,

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WOMAN OF TODAY AND TOMORROW 


AS VIEWED BY A WOMAN OF YESTERDAY. 


I will not attempt to criticize any writer 
on this line of thought, but I feel that I 
must tell my experience, trusting that it 
may help to do good—help do away with 
disgpnient, for a spirit of unrest is abroad 
in the land and a remedy should be found 
if possible. The paths of H¥e have become 
like tangled skeins: can we hold to the 
right thread long enough to untangle 
them? 

Let me state my position. I do not op- 
pose progress. I practice humanity and 
would gladiy ameliorate the condition of 
the poor—I admire individuality in man or 
woman, but wrong ideas haye sprung up 
and taken root, destroying the truest 
ideas of life. 

We should commune with ourselves, ask 
questions like these: For what were we 
born? What {ts our mission on earth? 
Think, God made me, yes, God. If we 
believe His holy word, man wag given the 
pre-eminence, and woman should see to 
it that she reverence her husband. 

For thirty consecutive years J have pre- 
pared three meals a day, and I feel some- 
what indignant that ft is thought by. some 
that because a woman brews and bakes 
for her family she should be called a 
drudge, or, in derision, “‘queen of the 
cook stove.’ One’s thoughts can goar 
just as high In the kitchen as elsewhere, 
yea, reach heaven itself, and rest at the 
throne of God. I can testify to this, Why 
is it that we are not as willing and strive 
as hard to please the loved ones of our 
own household, prepare a fruga] meal for 
them with the care we bestow. upon 
dainty refreshments for our sometimes 
guest? for exudation and fatigue come 
with the latter as well as with the for- 
mer and the joys are not nearly g0 last- 
ing. 

The home furnishes a scope for every 
calling. What a field in which to practice 
and put to use every accomplishment and 
every charm! How perfect one may grow, 
how beneficial! for it is what we put in 
practice that benefits us ever. 

I take a decided stand for the home. 
There is no schoo] training as good as the 
training one gets at home, or should get, 
albeit every home !{s not well ordered. ' 

Two wrongs never made a right. If 
man has erred, shall woman err also? No 
step should be taken that would bring 
discredit to man or woman. We find our- 
selves discontented. Is it because we 
have failed to do our duty? Very few in- 
deed mark out for themselves a straight 
path, dodging no duty—avolding no pur- 
dens that legitimately belong to 
them—and cheerfully assume re- 
sponsibilities providence places in 
their path. Demanding respect 1S 
less pleasing and less profitable than 
commanding respect by true womanli- 
ness. When qa woman transcends in any 
way. what tis rightfully man’s glory, then 
disappointment and chagrin await her. 
If woman's kingdom has been invaded by 
man’s becoming too effeminate, then a 
council to properly adjust matters should 
be held, and not a mere war of words 
waged. This is a matter to be handled 
with care. This feverish unrest is conta- 
gious, beware how it is spread. 

I do not object to clubs or club women, 
if the world is to grow wiser, happier and 
better through their efforts, but how shall 
they gain the masses? If there were 
mints of money at their disposal] to im- 
prove every home, set every house in or- 
der, how humane! If not; to me it seems 
“Ignorance were bliss.” But if the move- 
ment has for its ‘motive power,the man- 
date ‘Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel,”” that people may grow in 
grace as well as in knowledge, then I bid 
them “god speed.” The enormity of the 
work is appalling, for the world has gone 
wrong so Jong that this evil has become 


multifarious and not to be repressed by 
one effort. 

An adjustment’ may be reached, but be 
careful of the cost. Take care lest re- 
proach come. Be loyal to womanhood. 
Caution is so necessary “for the pound 1s 
wanted without-one drop of:blood.”’ This 
Tmust be conceded—to man the mastery! 

Oh! woman be content, Man can never 
be what thou art. After all, the praise is 
thine. So much depends on woman—from 
her hands such comforts come—hers are 
the hands that should cheer, comfort, 
cook for and cuddle the family, and strive 
with economic care to husband all re- 
sources. This is right, for woman was 
made for an helpmeet. Don’t say “that’s 
the old story.” Are we seeking glory, 
seeking greatness? To be great, we must 
be good. Nearer divine we grow by daily 
communing with Him who made us. The 
Holy Scriptures will make us wise, teach- 
ers of good things. Do we fal] In Httle 
things? Then how can we uplift hu- 
manity.? It 1s selfish to seek a mingling 
with well-dressed, well-reared persons all 
thg while. It is uplifting and delightful 
to be with cultured people, but you are 
the beneficiary. Would that we knew the 
blessedness of givine!

The ignoring of ‘woman in 
matters pertaining to her personal af- 
fairs is one cause of this movement, Wo- 
man has a place in the world, she can, 
and sbould fill it wisely and well. “Re- 
member he that tarrieth by the stuff, 
the promise is to him as well as to him 
that goeth forth to battle.” 

“Hark ye, every wise woman bulldeth 
her house, but the foolish plucketh it 
down.” It is not essential that woman 
should know as much as man, that is, 
just what he knows. They keep even 
pace up to maturity, but when school is 
done, destiny holds for them a separate 
cup—let them drink and be content. Man 
is the breadwinner+yet some women 
have, of necessity, to earn their bread— 
they should be encouraged and honored.

impressive and eloquent discourses which 
the people of Americus have ever been 
privileged to hear. The subject of Dr. 
Tupper’s magnificent sermon was, ‘“‘The 
Active and the Contemplative Life,” and 
he took as his text the passage of scrip- 
ture in Luke x, 41, 42: “And Jesus an- 
swered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, 
thou art careful and troubled about many 
things, but one thing is needful; and Mary 
hath chosen that good part, which shal] 
not be taken away from her.”’ 

In order to accommodate the crowd, 
which was anxious to hear Dr. Tupper on’ 
this interesting occasion, the sernion was 
delivered in the First Methodist church. 
Said Dr. Tupper: 

Historic iruagination pictures that home 
in Bethany, where dwelt the two sisters, 
Mary and Martha, in whom ethical writers 
have seen types of the contemplativernand 
active life; for it is only the perfect char- 
acter that rounds itself into noble com- 
pleteness by a union of the two. Into this 
family circle He, who possessed the holl- 
est of manhood, was often wont to go 
and mingle; for to Him, who could see 
and know as none elise cOuvid see and 
know, these two sisters presented a rare 
combination of human qualities—the one 
with characteristics the complement of 
the other. 

Let us bear in mind, if you please, that 
our blessed Lord does not rebuke Martha 
for her active life, but His words are 
designed to show the restlessness from 
worrying cares that ever follows such life 
without that peace cf Mind and quietude 
from the “contemplative—ihat 
peace that the world can neither give nor 
takes away. To do well, we must think 
well. There must be a just equi'ibrium 
of all our forces, and this is sustained 
only by thoughtfulness and study. Life’s 
difficulties can never be met, nor its dils- 
appointments. misfortunes.or chagrins re- 
ceived and faced by the master spirit that 
refuses to succumb and lifts us up in the 
hour of trial, unless, like Mary, we have 
chosen the one thing needful. It is this 
that alone secures pacification of nature, 
through the exercise of faith, knowledge, 
patience, made adaptable to all the active 
duties of life by cultivation in the curric- 
ulum of contemplation, and thus prepar- 
ing us for the battle of life. As we gaze 
upon the majestic stream of some mighty 
river, we know that the force of the cur- 
rent has its first impetus in the limpid 
mountain lake. 

“We are all conscious of a dual nature— 
the one which is a contidence between 
yourself and God, -sacred and _ recluse, 
protccted from the scrutinizing glare and 
conscious judgment cf an unappreciative 
world, and ‘ike the hidden source of a 
stream that is a power for the rush of 
the mighty waters, The other nature is a 
public one, open to view, our acts visibie 
to our fellows and influential to our fel- 
lows for good or evil, flowing as_ the 
legitimate outcome of the inner, hidden 
being—the product of the motives.’’ 

The intention to do good and to be good 
4s certainly~cencreted into some mantfes- 
tation—a sound development of a wis¢ 
and pure thought. The active life should 
always be the outcome of the contempla- 
tive. As the motor-power of the body 
should be a hidden spiritual and moral 
forces, so the contemplative is designed to 
be and must be the Impulsive force of the 
active: and the want of harmony in this 
dual life of human nature invariably pro- 
duces harsh discord. 

Lowell has well expressed this: *“‘Every 
man feels instinctively that all the beauti- 
ful sentiments in the world weigh less 
than a single lovely action; and that 
while tenderness of feeling and suscepti- 
bility to @ererous emotions are accidents 
of temperament, goodness is an achieve- 
ment of the will and a quality of the life. 
Patience and perseverance alone make 
the perfect statue of the sculptor—so the 
quiet, well-spent days of preparation 
alone develop the latent genius, talents 
and abilities with which nature has en- 
dowed you. Education alcne showg the 
importance, advantage and necessity of 
character. As a gem can only be seen at 
its true value when polished, so the pol- 
ishing strokes of education make us 
righ4y understand und appreciate the 
true value of character. St. Paul must 
needs pass three years in contemplative 
Solitude and study in the Arabian desert 
before entering upon his grand mission as 
the Master’s active worker in the Gentile 
world. So must we in hours of thought 
and careful study build up a character in 
mind, in heart, in spiritual truth that in 
active life shal] make us masters of the 
situation and leaders in the work God 
has assigned us. 

Let character, then—character whose 
constituent elements are justice and 
truth—character that brooks no meanness 
and unkindness and deceitfulness—charac- 
ter whose star of justice rises as far 
above the dark regions of malignity in 
human nature as does the sparkling 
jewels in the blue nimament of heaven 
Outshine the gross materials of earth™be 
the genuine active product of the good 
seed sown in hours of contemplation. 

With the Greek, character meant a cast 
Or impression stamped by a die or seal 
On the material and natural life; so, let 
character be stamped upon human life, 
and however humble the station, meager 
the possessions or limited the sphere of 
active usefulress, a bright and beautiful 
Influence will be radiaced like the rays of 
& lantern thrown out. upon the darkness 
of night, and in whatever direction it may 
turn its goodness is seen, its blessings are 
conferred. 

Human existence go filled with sorrow 
and sin needs all our bravest efforts for 
helpfulness. In a world where homage 
is faithfully given to wealth, which exerts 
Buch power and exercises such dominion 
Over the hearts and affections of men, 
Where gold is an idol worthiped in all 
ages, by all nations, without any temple, 
and in whose religion there are no hypo- 
Crites. let us be thankful and hopeful that 
the strength and the power and the bless- 
ing of the true woman and the true man 
@re felt and realized amid all the baneful 
influences at work in all the avenues of 
life by the growth of materialism, en- 
Croaching with its octopus arms not only 
©n our social life, but even with might 
4nd power upon the domajn of the em- 
Pire of religion. 

Plato said: “As the library is the life 
Center of the home circle, sO 
character is the epitome of the 
life’ ana it aloxe gives force to 
our individuality, which is the thought 
©f God in mora! perfection as the dew 
Crop is His thought in vearl, or the flower 
ls thought in bloom. We fully agtee with 
the utterances of a recent periodical: ‘“‘An 
education which js solely practical, which 
would simply make a mechanism of men 
ind women. which fatls to evoke the tender 
and emotional caprices of men and women 
4nd which fails to bring into play the 
machinery of our mortal natures is apt to 
fave us aneular, harsh and_ repellant, 
Cold and stoical, and of such the king- 
dom of true manhood and womanhood is 
Not, made.’ 

Therefore it is that the church has wise- 
ly directed that relizton should be the 
earliest educational influence to diffuse 
itself over the hudding heart and intellect 
of the future men and women. For where 
Character is shaped tn that mold the heart 
8 Warmed bv that glow, then the ferver 
of enthnsiasm and the warmth of affec- 
tlon and the streneth of judgement are 
Rulded by thre religious principles that 
Protect life, euar@ honor and elevate the 
race. Tet character be the sum tofal of 
€xXistence, to which all qualities. whether 
Of education. money, position. flattery oT 
ame mav be the qualities, but to which 
Let it be not the 
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_Remember that your character is what 
you are. Reputation ts what people say 
of you. Yourself is your character. Your 
envestitures gratuitously donated by your 

rien gs your reputation. Do your 
Part in fe that character and 
reputation may justly and harmo- 
nously blend in that faultiess jud¢- 
ment pronounced by your own pure and 
undefiled conscience. In the market place 
of ute character often go@s at a cheap 
eareuin. and for this the reputation of 

@ bést must suffer—how many, alas, are 
sinned against more than sinning. 

Malicious people will say unkind things 
from the motives of envy, jealousy or 
malice. Then; again, even our friends 
may Overestimate our merits. Praise may 
be due where censure is given and censure 
deserved where praise is given. 

Do not be swayed by the conduct and 
Opinion of others. Confide in your own 
powers and if they are not sullicient strive 
and struggle in the battie of life to make 
them so. Rely upon your own strength, 
gained by application, Trust to the ability 
secured by industry. Depend upon anh 
educated mind. Never seek advice or 
opinion from a mind infertor to your own. 
Let your ideals be high ones, your aims 
lofty and you are safe. B in order to 
de this get wisdom. The wise are rarely 
caught in error of judgment or deceived. 
The wise are rarely misled, for they are 
prudent, and prudence is the mother of 
caution, and caution is the discreet sen- 
tine] who ever warns of approaching dan- 
ger. Thus the good book tells us to-get 
wis , for “all her ways are ways of 
pleasantness and all her paths are paths 
of peace.’’ 

Young ladies and gentlemen, as you are 
now entering upon an arena of life open- 
ing Out upon you, unlimited in resources 
Save by your own capabilities of achieve- 
ment, {t will present to you different 
phases of duty and difficulty, different ex- 
periences and environments from. the 
pleasant, quiet places you have hitherto 
occupied in the schoolroom—duties that 
eall for effort, fortitude, ndurance. Life 
is, in a great measure, what we make it. 
It is made up of a great variety of ma- 
terlals—an infinite mosaic of little things, 
and it is only agreeable to us and we 
shall find it advantageous and satisfacto- 
ry to us only when we are making the 
most of these little things. “He that is 
faithful in that which is least is aiso 
faithful in that which is much.’’ For great 
joys and great triumphs do not come to 
oeety one, however deserving they may 

e, 

Learn to take in the situation of your 
life’s duties—to comprehend its condl- 
tions, to grasp its environments, to util- 
ize its advantages and to take advantage 
of its opportunities. Live for principle 
and in due time it will assert itself 
against all opposing elements, and like 
justice, that finer sense or faculty of hu- 
man nature, which proves our kinship 
to divinity, it will outlive all else in a 
world and society where men are meas- 
ured by dollars and cen@, for “it is tm- 
imitable, immortal and immaculate, and 
though all the guilty globe should blaze, 
it will spring uU through the flames 
and soar above the crackling pile, with 
not a downy feather ruffled by its flerce- 
ness!’’ 

To the graduating class of 1900, who 
are about to leave the halls of learning 
to enter upon the curriculum of newer 
duties which await you—to encounter 
with knowledge and well-formed plans, 
matured in the halls of study and con- 
templation, the struggles which lie be- 
fore you, to overcome the obstacles and 
difficulties in the acttve world, which 
call for ceaseless effort, let no such word 
as “fail” be in the bright lexicon of 
youth. Resolve to buiid up a super- 
structure in your lifelon the solid foun- 
dation of moral ch@acter, which shall 
not only attract but prove attractive, not 
only endure, but be a monument of joy 
to others. . 

Success and failure cannot be always 
estimated by results, The world often 
applies a wrong gauge. Success and 
failure are to be properly reckoned in 
well directed efforts -and judged by the 
character; and let us remember that if 
our work be good and true and has not 
its legitimate and due reward immedi- 
ately and at the hands ot man—it will 
still have its ripened frurc to be seen and 
enjoyed of all men, though it be when 
we have long since been numbered with 
the dead. The world’s standard of suc- 
cess is often wrong. By that  stand- 
ard St. Paul’s life would be a failure. 
But it was a grand success! 

In the vicissitudes of our common life 
We must experience pain and sorrow, as 
well as health and joy. They are incident 
to our human nature. Physical suffering 
we must endure, but in no sense mora 
contamination. This is the result of 
our own misconduct. If we fall it is 
the result of our own apostacy, But we 
cannot go through life along the path- 
way of roses. We must take the thorns 
with the flowers—these will often pierce 
and sting, but the fragrance of the rose 
will compensate in great measure the 
painful sting of the thorn. It is the con- 
trasts that:make us estimate at their 
true value, the beautiful and the good, 
which make us gratefully appreciate 
life’s blessings and prevent our repining 
at grievances which are common to our 
earthly existence. It is the conflict of 
our being—the needful discipline of life— 
that makes us rise to the purpose of 
fighting manfully against our foes, that 
ifffuses hope into our drooping hearts 
‘and inspires the soul with an energy al- 
most divine as it reaches out beyond 
its present afflictions and beholds the 
joy in store for faithfulness and love. 

No cloud but has its silver rim and 
this is a symbol of sunny hope—that 
as the cloud is dispersed by the bright 
rays of the sun—so sorrow 5 weight is 
lifted by the penetrating light of truth 

o our souls. 
Without character no steadiness of pur- 
pose can exist with him or her who is 
to take his place in the ranks of life 
and fill his component part of the great 
whole among life’s, toilers—without well- 
formed convictions in faith and duty— 
the contrasts of life cannot be appre- 
ciated or its conflicts entered by the 
valiant spirits that knows no preter a 
ens to no compromise, .but sustained by 
the armor of truth maintains Its ok 
ciples till victory crowns all noble ef- 


fort. . 

Thirty-five hundred. years ago an Egyp- 
tian princess took a poor mans child an 
taught it. The result of that education 
is not over yet. Compare the influence 
of Pharaoh’s daughter with that of Pha- 
raoh himself. He ruled an empire, Pyr- 
amids could rise at his bidding. Gr 
embalmed skeleton Mes hidden away , n 
some pyramid. That is all—nothing else 
remains of his vaunted greatness. But 
what of the child? ‘The greatest law- 
giver and ruler and teacher and mage 
the world has ever produced, the gpeln 
God alone excepted. His laws, His wis- 
dom and courage, his work and charac- 
ter will remain to bless and guide all 
generations until time shall cease to be 
and the earth shall melt with ferven 
heat and the heavens shall pass away.

I say it calmly, ape 
teacher is greater than the king. tS e 
king rules without—the t#acher within. 
You who have these many years that are 
passed been pupils now _beceme teachers 
in the sphere of life each of you are now 
entering. ; 

Education is to unfold nature; to 
strengthen good and comquer evil; to give 
self-help—tognake a man, to mold a wo- 
ran. But to draw out the affections, 
We must cultivate the heart. To awak- 
en great ideas, to arouse deep emotions, 
we must génerate the spirit of freedom. 
The end of education must be to teach us 
how to live completely—to show that 
without mcrality there can be no proper 
governing knowledge; that without char- 
acter ouf attainments in art, literature, 
science, in any branch of learning, are 
of no avail, no just service to ourselves 
or to our fellowmen, 

Moses, as well as Lycurgus, must give 
us laws. David as well as Pindar and 
Sappho sing Us sangs. 

Eschylus, write the tragedies. 

well as Plato, give us philosophy, 
apostles, saints and martyrs speak to us 
of religion, while Goethe discourses to 
to us on culture, 

We must live completely, well-rounded, 
in both knowledge and grace: A life that 
not peel profits by itself, but gives prof- 
it to others.

“This text,’’ he said, “is as much a 
command as any of those that were 
handed down amidst the thunder and 
lightning of Mount Sinai. There is no 
attribute that belongs to the Christian so 
important as the attribute of mercy. As 
an attribute of God it is sald to reach 
unto the clouds, and if God abounds in 
mercy, so must the Christian. This is 
one of God's attributes which He can 
give his children and which they must 
have above all other qualities. 

‘Tt is impossible for any man to be a 
Christian and not be merciful to those 
who are merciful to him. First, because 
God our Father is merciful and He de- 
mands that we shall be like Him. God 
is merciful to the just and unjust, send- 
ing His sunshine and rain upon both 
alike. We are told that God delighteth 
in mercy. I believe that if mercy is 
extold from us, it does not amount to 
Again, if we expect God's 
merey, we must exercise mercy. God 
pays us back in our own coin by using 
unmerciful men as {Instruments for our 
punishment. 

“We are to be merciful to the misera.- 
ble. the afflicted, the tempted; to those 
who are weak and bereaved and poor. 
We are to be merciful to those who have 
offended us. This is the key note of 
Christ’s sermon, ‘Pray for them that 
despitefully use you. 

“This injunction should be carried out 
into our business affairs. I see a dis- 
position on the part of some employers 
to make men work for what is not suffi- 
cient for their labor. I say this is un- 


merciful. Any corporation or any man 
| who employs a workman for less wages 
| than he is worth is a robber and thief 
| in the sight of Almighty God. It ir sim- 
ply taking advantage of that poor man. 
This evil exists all over the country, 
where poor people have to work day and 
night, eking out a miserable existance 
for monied corporations. There are some 
who do not allow their clerks to sit down 
| from the time they enter upon their work 
| in the morning until the close of the day.
